he died withou t regaining consciou s­ 
ness after being picked u p by police 
shortly after the attack. 
Miss Inez

Generally the 
mo to rist is lucky and gets acro ss "by the 
skin o f his teeth,” o nly to smile and wav e 
at the beaten train crew who hav e watch­ 
ed the death race with their hearts in their 
mo uths the St. Lo uis Star asserts. 
A senseless race, mo st perso ns wo uld 
declare; really no thing but reckless driv - 
ing. 
No thing has been gained, while a 
great deal has been risked. 
And o nly 
seco nds are sav ed, as tests co nducted all 
o v er the United States lately hav e sho wn. 
If it were a matter o f life o r death to beat 
the train, racing to the cro ssing might 
hav e v alue. 
But it is no t o ne driv er o ut 
o f a tho usand who co uld no t spare the se­ 
co nds, ev en minutes 
inv o lv ed, 
witho ut 
missing them. 
Railro ads hav e been do ing their utmo st 
fo r y ears to curb the ho rrible cro ssing ac­ 
cidents that y early go to make up startling 
fro nt page news. Barriers hav e been co n­ 
structed, o v erhead passes and underpasses 
hav e been built, and educatio nal pro grams 
hav e been bro adcast. In spite o f all this, 
ho wev er, there remains the man who ev i­ 
dently thinks that he can judge speed and 
distance better than trained engineers who 
canno t sto p their lo co mo tiv e and h“ av y 
train, ev en if they wo uld. There are tho se 
.who ev idently believ e that in a "butting 
co ntest” with a lo co mo tiv e, 
the 
light- 
,weight mo to r car can win despite o v er- 
.W’helming ev idence to the co ntrary . 
Mo st driv ers are careful when they ap­ 
pro ach a railway cro ssing alo ng an un­ 
kno wn ro ad, but there remains that to o 
large percentage o f driv ers who , to tally 
unfamiliar with the co untry , race parallel 
to the train no t kno wing when the high- 
,way will bend acro ss the tracks. 
A cer­ 
tain crack fly er recently smashed up two 
such mo to rists within a few miles, al­ 
tho ugh the co untry was flat and v isibility 
ahead cplendid. 
The railro ads o f the co untry are just 
ending an intensiv e "careful cro ssing cam­ 
paign” co v ering the entire co untry . 
It is 
to be ho ped that it has made a lasting im­ 
pressio n in ev ery co mmunity .

Fro m San Bernardino Sun: 


Enro llment in high scho o ls in Califo rnia 
has increased 366 per cent during the last 
10 y ears. That do es no t represent increas­ 
ed po pulatio n alo ne; it represents greater 
educatio n fo r the bo y s and girls o f the 
state. 
Mo re students are taking high 
scho o l co urses no w than to o k them ten 
y ears ago . The cause o f higher educatio n 
is adv ancing. 
Many tho usands o f tho se who finished 
the high scho o l co urse were unable to go 
o n to co llege, but the fo ur y ears in high 
scho o l mean much in their liv es. It is the 
increase in attendance at high scho o ls that 
has pro duced the demand fo r junio r co l­ 
leges, such as Co lto n and San Bernardino 
pro po se to lo cate between'the two cities 
within ano ther y ear. 
It is the ambitio n o f ev ery parent to 
gdv e to his so n o r daughter a better educa­ 
tio n than he receiv ed. This urge fo r great­ 
er educatio n is so marked that the cause 
o f learning co ntinues o n its march thro ugh­ 
o ut the co untry , with Califo rnia reco gniz­ 
ed as o ne o f the leaders. 
The parents 
who receiv ed o nly a grammar scho o l edu­ 
catio n, at least wants his so n o r daughter 
to go thro ugh high scho o l, and the high 
scho o l graduate desires a univ ersity train­ 
ing fo r his children. 
With each y ear are 
a greater percentage o f the y o ung peo ple 
o f the state are to graduate fro m high 
scho o ls. 
That is inev itable, and to the 
glo ry o f the state.

EMPTY AND FULL PRISONS. 


P'ro m Santa Ana Register: 
America, struggling with its crime pro - 
blem, presents a marked co ntrast to Eng-! 
land. 
Alfred Nutting, o f the staff o f th e! 
American co nsulate general at Lo ndo n, 
has co mpiled so me interesting facts based 
o n English criminal statistics. 
He finds 
that, since 1914, mo re than 20 priso ns in 
England and Wales, practically a third o f 
the to tal, hav e been clo sed. 
There are 
no w o nly 40 priso ns in use in the co untry , 
and they are no t fully o ccupied. 
American priso ns in many lo calities are 
o v erflo wing. 
Acco rding to the depart­ 
ment o f justice, federal priso ns hav e had 
to farm o ut priso ners to state penitentiar­ 
ies, and the latter to o o ften are already 
o v ercro wded. 
So me o f the crime wav e has been blam­ 
ed o n the unrest that fo llo ws war, but 
England sho uld be suffering fro m that 
quite as much as this co untry . 
England 
also has a difficult unemplo y ment pro ­ 
blem which might well be ex pected to in­ 
crease crime. 
Of co urse, empty priso ns might simply 
mean that all the criminals were being 
allo wed to remain o utside pursuing their 
mischev io us co urse. 
But that is less the 
case in England than it is here where so 
many criminals are nev er co nv icted o r if 
co nv icted are pardo ned o r paro led lo ng 
befo re they hav e paid the penalty fo r 
their crimes. 
That, many critics say , is the chief rea­ 
so n fo r so much crime in this co untry . 
Co nv ictio n and punishment in England are 
said to be swift and sure. So crime is les­ 
sened there. Tho ugh no t the o nly reaso n, 
it is wo rth thinking abo ut.

Victo r F. Lawso n o f the Chicago Daily 
News, who has just died, was o ne o f the 
last o f the pio neer jo urnalists o f America. 
He bo ught the Chicago Daily News in 
J uly , 1876, almo st fifty y ears ago . 
Mel­ 
v ille E. Sto ne was asso ciated with him in 
his early management o f the paper and he 
.was o ne o f the men who helped Mr. Sto ne 
o rganize the Asso ciated Press. 
Mr. Lawso n was a high ty pe o f jo urnal­ 
ist and his influence was o f great weight 
in raising the standards o f the newspaper 
in this co untrj% 
He made the Chicago 
Daily News o ne o f the mo st successful 
newspapers in the vj’o rld and did it with­ 
o ut any cheapening o f its quality . 
His 
early and co nsistent and po werful adv o c­ 
acy o f po stal sav ings banks led to his be­ 
ing called "the father o f the Po stal Sav ­ 
ings Bank in America.” 
To the last Mr. Lawso n’s interest in his 
newspaper abso rbed his tho ught and ctiv - 
ity . 
He gav e it his clo sest perso nal atten­ 
tio n, ev en in the matter o f details, and it|H , 
His wo nders night and day ; 
was said fo r ex ample that no o ne else o n 
the paper ev er purchased a feature fo r it. 
He had the respect and admiratio n o f his 
fello w jo urnalists thro ugho ut the land and 
there are many o f them who will miss him 
no w that he is go ne.
